Storage Co., is something of a writer 
as will be seen from the following 
article from his pen which appeared 
in a recent issue

Coal Dealer. The paper evidently con­ 
sidered it the best in the paper, for it 
appeared iii the first editorial column 
was in black face type and with a 
border. Says Mr. Frick: 
We have had a num ber of inQuiries 
from the trade as to just what is a 
“snowbird 
The name t omes from a 
sim ilarity to a bird that comes in cer­ 
tain seasons and then dins a wav to 
other sections. 


I he coal snowbird is a man who 
enters iii tin* coal business at certain 
times of the year, generally 
in 
the 
fall and winter, or during the season 
when coal is needed 
by 
consumers 
He generally has no standing in the 
community. He has no 
scales, 
nor 
biys, nor office, nor any of the re 
qui remen ts needed to carry on a re­ 
tail coal business the year around 
If a community had to depend on 
snowbirds it would doubtless freeze 
cs without any equipment the snow- 
bird is not in a position to carry 
stock of coal on hand. 


He goes around to the custom ers 
ot the coal deal, r, and by an induce­ 
ment of low prices and a great deal 
of talk about the supposed profits of 
the r etail dealer, he secures orders 
enough to order a car of coal 
The 
snowbird knows nothing abouf 
the 
various kinds 01 coal, and generally 
the parties who buy from him get 
stung. 


But at the same time, by taking 
these orders away from the regularly 
equipped dealer, he causes the deal­ 
er to lose th at much business; and, 
as the dealer has maintained an of­ 
fice, scales, bins, horses, 
etc., 
for 
probably nine 
months in the year 
without a profit and at a loss, it cer­ 
tainly stands to reason that unless 
the dealer does business during the 
months when coal is in demand, he 
would lose money and become bank­ 
rupt. 


rite dealer has his inone)' invested 
in equipment. 
It has taken him years 
to DuiId up an honest business, 
fie 
has his home and family, and snow­ 
bird competition would mean certain 
ruin to him.

I have not known so poor a winter 
during the whole of my stay among 
the Eskimos (now* 22 years), says a 
writer in the Christian Herald. While 
the coast is ice-bound, the days abort, 
anowstorms frequent and the 
ther­ 
mometer often 40 degrees below zero, 
it Is not possible for the Eskimo to 
do much to secure a living. 
One way 
for the women to produce something 
was to cut holes through the sea ice, 
w hich reaches a thickness of six feet, 
and there they stood fishing for rock 
cod, moat days securing only between 
five and ten fish. 
The mission en­ 
deavored to help, but poverty was so 
general that all resources were taxed 
to the utmost. 
An outsider has no idea of what 
Poverty among the Eskimos means. 
At the best of tim es the wants of an 
Eskimo are few and his food con­ 
sists of the coarsest of substances. 
Seal walrus and whale meat form a

Peach seed have such a hard seed 
case that they will 
not 
germinate 
readily if planted in thp spring with­ 
out

previous 
treatment.

common way of treating such seed, 
where not planted in the fall, is to 
stratify them and expose them to the 
weather during the winter. 
Stratification consists iii taking a 
box, with holes in the bottom, put­ 
ting in aiver of sand. a layer of seed. 


and so on until the box is full. Place 
the box on the norih side of a build­ 
ing, under the drip of the eave, where 
it will be subject to the alternating 
freezing and thawing of the winter. 
In case of lack of moisture, water 
should be applied in order to keep 
the sand moist.
